ANNUAL  REPORT 


SEPTEMBER,  1892 

In  presenting  my  Third  Annual  Report,  I thoroughly 
realize,  it  is  more  of  an  ordeal  and,  by  far,  the  most 
important  of  any  of  its  predecessors. 

During  this  eventful  year,  we  have  become  householders, 
home  makers,  in  the  broad  sense  of  the  word. 

Our  “House”  has  been  watched  from  foundation  to 
chimney  top  with  happy,  eager,  almost  childish  delight. 
Although  we  commenced,  in  the  midst  of  poverty  and 
opposition  and  on  a very  gloomy,  desolate  day  — although 
we  broke  ground  with  just  a tiny  handful  of  people  and 
one  ( 1 ) minister  present,  still  we  worked,  watched  and 
prayed  hopefully,  happily,  and  when  on  our  Inspection  Day, 
March  8,  the  sun  broke  through  the  clouds  and  gave  us  a 
day  beautiful  in  ever}'  particular,  we  cried:  “Oh!  perfect 
day,  whereon  shall  no  man  work,  but  play;  whereon  it  is 
enough  for  me  not  to  be  doing  but  to  be.”  After  this  day, 
that  we  so  throughly  consecrated  our  building,  to  the  saving 
of  young  girls,  we  took  new  courage,  and  when  on  our 
Reception  Day,  May  31,  such  inauspicious  weather  greeted 
us,  we  still  rejoiced  and  remembered  “the  rain  falls  alike 
upon  the  just  and  the  unjust.”  Can  we  thank  our  friends 
enough  for  that  happy  time? 

Representative  societies  of  nine  churches  who  had  sent 
us  thank-offerings,  Thanksgiving  Day,  now  came  forward 
with  furniture,  or  pledges  for  the  same,  for  as  many  rooms 
in  our  “Home.”  Three  rooms  were  furnished  by  our  own 
ladies,  one  each  by  Mrs.  Zell  and  Mrs.  Peter  Coffey.  The 
Matron’s  room  by  our  oft-repeated  friends,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Bailey.  The  parlors  by  Mrs.  Oakford’s  bequest,  whose  far- 
reaching  eye  prompted  this  remembrance  to  the  newest  of 
Peoria’s  benevolences.  You  know  the  list  — this  one  sent  a 
table,  that  one  a chair,  another  a range,  others  a barrel  of 
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flour,  lamps,  dishes,  money,  many  beautiful  and  useful  articles 
for  inside  and  outside,  until  nearly  the  whole  large  house  is 
conveniently  and  comfortably  furnished.  The  largest  dona- 
tion, of  the  year,  was  from  the  Lincoln  school  — the  greatest 
surprises,  from  the  Irving  school  and  Mrs.  Allaire’s  Sabbath 
school  class. 

Realizing  the  imperfection  of  our  incorporation  as  a 
private  institution,  we,  on  May  10,  Incorporated  under 
the  Revised  Statutes,  Section  63,  Chapter  23,  entitled,  “An 
Act  to  Incorporate  Industrial  Schools  for  Girls.”  The  State, 
now,  holds  us  responsible  for  every  girl  “committed”  to  our 
care  until  she  is  eighteen  years  of  age.  If  she  escapes,  from 
us,  it  is  not  only  our  privilege,  but  our  bounden  duty  to 
recapture  her;  if  she  is  ignorant,  educate  her;  if  sick,  care 
for  her;  if  wicked,  reform  and  convert  her,  not  to  any 
special  creed  or  sect  ( that  is  contrary  to  the  State  Law). 
We  are  thoroughly  Protestant,  but  we  are  just  as  thoroughly 
non-sectarian. 

Three  years  old  to-day  — young,  verdant,  energetic, 
persevering — indomitable  as  to  will,  intrepid  as  to  discour- 
agements, here  a little,  there  a little,  always  a drop  of  honey 
for  the  gall  of  bitterness  — the  newest  chip  in  the  great  tree, 
benevolence,  but  calculated  to  be  a supreme  blessing.  This 
is  not  a sentimental  work.  It  is  a great  trial  to  faith  and 
patience.  Glancing  backward,  we  see  much  to  encourage  us 
in  our  work,  but  in  passing  through  those  hours  and  days, 
there  were  very  many  discouragements. 

Do  you  say  we  are  in  debt?  Do  you  feel  it  more  than 
your  officers?  Almost  $4,000.  The  interest  is  now  due  to 
the  amount  of  $214.40  and  it  is  still  unprovided  for.  After 
the  annual  meeting,  I would  suggest,  that  the  first  hour,  of 
our  constitutional  year,  be  spent  in  uninterrupted,  earnest 
prayer  for  wisdom  and  guidance,  and  the  removal  of  our 
debt.  When  this  burden  is  removed,  we  can  leap  unfettered 
into  the  rescue  work,  for  young  girls. 

I have  no  patience  with  those  who  scoff'  at  our  under- 
taking. I cannot  endure  to  hear  people  ask  with  that 
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disbelieving,  whining,  canting  tone,  “c/o  you  believe  they 
can  be  reclaimed,  reformed,  redeemed?”  The  Lord  never  set 
work  before  vis  that  was  unattainable.  ‘‘Change  the 
circumstances,  the  opportunities,  the  surroundings  of  these 
doubting  ones  — let  them  pass  through  similar  disappoint- 
ments, temptations  and  trials,  and  let  us  see  how  many 
would  be  above  reproach.  Women  of  virtue  and  respectability 
forget,  or  do  not  care  to  remember,  that  circumstances  and 
opportunity,  together  with  their  own  exertions  of  soul  and 
body,  have  developed  them  into  what  they  are.  She  who 
will  give  all  or  nearly  all  the  credit  to  herself  for  her  own 
virtue,  morality  and  attainments,  is  a bigot  and  sort  of 
monarchy  within  herself.  When  all  the  influences  and 
passions  of  a depraved  nature  have  spent  their  force,  when 
all  the  ambitions  and  hopes  growing  out  of  a diseased 
imagination  have  stranded  the  poor  victim  upon  the  rock 
despair  and  anguish,  then  opportunity  to  repent  and  reform 
would  be  the  sweetest  and  most  welcome  messenger  to 
the  fallen  woman.” 

Give  this  opportunity,  this  outstretched,  helping  hand  to 
the  young  girl  — what  do  you  gain,  what  do  you  avoid? 

The  other  evening  I spent  one  blessed  hour  with  the  girls 
at  our  “Home.”  What  a change  since  July  22 — what  a 
stride  upward.  Three  weeks  ago,  they  conducted  their  own 
Sundaj"  service.  They  all  took  part  in  the  exercises.  Clara 
prayed  for  you  and  for  me;  “for  all  the  dear  ladies  who  are 
doing  so  much  for  us.”  Yes  prayed,  while  the  tears  ran 
down  like  rain.  Is  the  change  permanent  ? God  only  knows. 
Those  who  have  worked  long  in  this  line  know  the  material 
with  which  we  have  to  do.  How  stolid  are  some,  others 
howr  like  to  the  grain  which  withers  quickly,  because  there 
is  no  depth  of  earth. 

But  our  girls  want  to  learn ; they  are  anxious  to  be 
somebody,  they  never  knew  they  could  be;  no  one  ever 
showed  them  how.  Do  not  let  this  work  stop.  Do  not 
growr  weary.  Do  not  falter,  the  fields  are  w'hite  for  the 
harvest.  Be  united.  In  union,  there  is  strength.  Be  loyal, 
one  to  the  other.  Stand  by  your  officers.  Select  them  with 
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care.  Elect  them  with  confidence.  Be  like  the  little  boy : 
“If  my  mother  says  so,  it  is  so,  even  if  it  isn’t  so.”  We 
cannot  all  lead.  We  must  have  sturdy  women  in  the  rank 
and  tile.  “The  world  would  be  very  poor  in  music,  if  all  the 
second  best  was  left  out.”  “We  should  have  none  of  the 
grand,  rich  choruses,  onW  one  or  two  great  solos.” 

The  laborers  change,  but  the  work  goes  on.  Miss  Patee, 
as  Treasurer,  has  done  valuable  service.  We  have  always  found 
her  business  like,  systematic,  accommodating  and  conscientious. 
Our  hearts  will  follow  her  to  her  new  home  and  we  know 
her  prayers  will  always  accompany  us. 

It  is  a great  query,  how  we  can  increase  our  membership. 
The  money  is  needed  in  our  treasury  and  more  workers  are 
badly  needed.  Many  of  us  are  over-burdened.  Miss  Schimpfl 
with  her  triple  chairmanship  is  serving  us  well.  This  is  not 
right  — many  will  follow  but  few  will  lead.  “Here  am  I,  but 
send  her.”  From  June  1 to  July  17,  I made  26  visits  to  the 
“Home;”  received  calls  concerning  the  “Home,”  54;  made 
42  calls;  wrote  31  notes;  received  13  and  attended  15 
meetings. 

In  asking  release  from  the  official  board  to-day,  I do  it 
conscientiously.  Other,  nearer  duties  are  pressing  hard.  It 
is  impossible  for  me  to  give  so  much  time  to  the  work. 

We  ought  to  have  seventy-five  or  one  hundred  members 
to  our  societv.  Then,  too,  seems  to  me,  there  must  be  five 
hundred  out  of  50,000  inhabitants  who  would  give  one 
dollar,  annually.  This  takes  time  and  strength  at  the  outset, 
but  it  would  simplify  the  soliciting.  As  soon  as  practicable 
we  want  to  secure  some  work  to  be  done  in  our  “Home” 
to  help  us  support  ourselves.  We  did  make  a beginning, 
by  doing  some  washing  and  ironing,  baking  and  quilting  for 
outside  parties.  Almost  everything  depends  upon  the 
management  for  the  coming  year.  The  Executive  consists  of 
the  General  officers  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Standing 
Committees.  Let  not  friendship,  prejudice  or  convenience 
select  them,  but  capability  and  adaptability.

Our  retrospect  is  not  all  pleasing. 
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fagged  edges,  as  witnesses  against  us.  Work  begun,  not 
finished.  Committees  appointed,  held,  dismissed,  without  even 
thanks.  Discourtesies,  not  from  the  heart,  but  carrying 
edges  unsheathed.  The  record  is  gone  into  unwritten 
centuries.  Let  the  lessons  of  the  past  furnish  wisdom  for  the 
future.  Press  toward  the  goal.  Rest  comes  in  the  evening.

SECRETARY’S  REPORT 

I have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  to  you  my  annual 
report  from  June,  ’91  to  ’92.  The  question  is  asked  if  this 
is  not  new  work,  if  it  is  successful;  we  say  “no,”  and  “yes.” 
It  is  no  longer  a question,  who  shall  take  care  of  the  criminal 
classes ; it  is  a means  of  self-defense.  By  no  other  way  than 
b3r  systematic  and  united  effort  can  children  be  helped  from 
criminal,  and  dependent  children  to  honest  and  honorable  ones. 
But  by  all  means  separate  the  two.  Children  are  not 
responsible  for  the  accidents  of  birth  and  death,  and  in  after 
years,  to  have  come  from  a reformatory,  blasts  many  a one’s 
career.  Unless  you  surround  homeless  and  criminal  children 
with  something  homelike  and  honorable,  expect  nothing 
better  than  increased  taxation  for  a larger  criminal  class. 
We  know  the  way  of  the  reformer  is  like  that  of  the 
transgressor,  hard.  As  we  said  a year  ago,  “to  build”  was 
the  desire  of  our  hearts;  to-day  the  desire  has  been  gratified ; 
we  have  built  and  are  not  only  complete  but  in  full  operation. 
We  have  proven  that  what  shall  be,  is.  We  recall  to  your 
mind  the  dismay  when  we  quoted  six  as  average  attendance 
to  equip  and  build  an  $8,000  plant.  We  did  it  by  grit,  grace 
and  gumption,  and  aided  by  1514  average  attendance,  just 
double  when  we  began.  Success  succeeds,  you  know;  we 
forget  mistakes,  blunders  and  all  the  other  things  that  come 
up.  When  we  were  up,  36  women  were  in  attendance,  when 
we  were  down,  per  cent,  maximum  and  minimum  attendance 
for  year.  You  know  why  we  changed  and  added  to  the 
Home  of  Blessing;  why  we  became  Girls’  Industrial  School 
and  Home  of  Blessing.

In  order  to  do  effective  work,  hence,  our  need  to  make 
such  change,  the  wisdom  of  which  we  have  fully  demon- 
strated. Of  the  donations  of  money  and  furniture  you  know, 
as  they  have  from  time  to  time  been  published,  and  also  are 
on  the  day  book  of  the  Home.  By  the  end  of  the  week 
the  circulars  to  county  judges  will  all  be  out,  presenting 
our  aims  and  asking  their  help.  Of  our  mistakes  we  do  not 
speak;  who  does  not  make  them!  Only,  being  wise,  we 
rectify  them.  We  make,  in  conclusion,  a few  suggestions: 

1st.  More  girls  committed. 

2d.  Better  parliamentary  ruling. 

3d.  Two  meetings  a month  instead  of  one,  as  the  called 
meetings  have  outnumbered  regular  meetings  two  to  one. 

4th.  That  chairman  of  directors  have  charge  of  details 
at  Home. 

5th.  All  work  be  done  through  committees. 

Unless  3rou  will  be  absolutely  business  in  your  meetings, 
you  cannot  expect  financial  success  or  popular  prestige. 

We  thank  you  heartiW  for  your  support  and  ask  that 
you  accord  confidence  and  help  to  our  successors.

OBJECT  OF  THE  INSTITUTION 

1.  The  Home  to  be  conducted  on  the  family  plan,  where 
girls  from  seven  to  seventeen  years  of  age,  removed  from 
evil  and  vicious  surroundings,  ma}r  receive  a careful  physical, 
moral  and  intellectual  training  and  such  non-sectarian 
religious  instruction  as  may  be  provided  by  the  Executive 
Committee ; be  reformed  and  become  good  domestic  women, 
prudent  in  speech,  correct  in  conduct,  cleanly  and  industrious 
housekeepers  and  noble  citizens. 

2.  While  intellectual  training  will  be  the  feature  in  the 
Home,  the  teaching  of  all  domestic  industries  (which  shall 
take  precedence  of  trades),  shall  constitute  the  leading 
feature  and  shall  consist  of  a thorough  education  in  every 
branch  of  house  work.

Some  learn  rapidly  and  do  well ; others  find  it,  in  the 
beginning,  irksome.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the 
elementary  branches  and  human  physiology,  the  result  is 
manifest;  cleaner  bodies,  cleaner  minds  and  clearer  intellects. 
Younger  girls  have  a separate  teacher  and  different  halls,  all 
coming  together  for  holidays. 

Each  girl  is  urged  to  write  home,  at  least  once  a month. 
No  promiscuous  letter  writing  allowed.

CO^TSTITXJTIOISr 


ARTICLE  I. — Name. 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  “The  Peoria 
County  Industrial  School,  for  Girls,  and  Home  of 
Blessing.” 

ARTICLE  II. — Object. 

It  shall  be  the  object  of  this  Society  to  provide  a home 
for  girls  where,  removed  from  evil  associations  and  influences, 
they  may  receive  such  instruction,  mental,  physical  and  moral, 
as  shall  prepare  them  for  intelligent,  efficient,  Christian 
citizenship. 

ARTICLE  III.— Membership. 

The  payment  of  one  dollar,  annually,  shall  constitute  a 
membership  of  the  Society;  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time, 
a life  membership;  fifty  dollars  or  upward,  a benefactor. 

ARTICLE  I V. -Officers. 

The  officers  shall  be  a President , First  and  Second  Vice- 
Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
Treasurer ; there  shall  also  be  a Board  of  Managers , Board 
of  Trustees,  Advisory  Board,  Matron  and  Physicians,  which 
shall  be  elected,  annually,  on  the  second  Tuesda}r  of  September. 

ARTICLE  V.- Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  organization,  and  supervise  its  general  interests. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  preside  in  the  absence 
of  the  President  and  assist  in  managing  the  affairs  of  the 
Society. 

Sec.  3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Society  and  Trustees,  and  attend  to 
all  the  press  notices,  keep  a record  of  the  Inmates  of  the 
Institution,  the  names  of  contributors,  receive  all  dues,  pay 
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them  to  the  Treasurer,  taking  receipts  for  the  same,  call 
special  meetings,  and  present  an  annual  report. 

Secretary  to  keep  itemized  list  of  the  donations,  of 
all  articles  and  mone}r,  and  publish  same  every  three  months. 

Sec.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society,  send  out  County  notices,  notify 
the  Managers,  Trustees  and  Advisory  Board  of  special 
meetings  and  present  the  annual  report. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  money,  deposit 
it  in  such  banks  or  invest  it  as  the  Executive  Committee 
may  direct,  and  shall  have  official  charge  of  the  seal  and 
financial  papers,  of  the  Society,  and  present  an  annual 
report.  Payment  shall  be  made  by  Treasurer  on  draft 
signed  by  acting  President  and  Secretary.  And  she  shall 
notify  members  of  payment  of  dues. 

The  books  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be 
open  at  all  times  to  inspection  by  the  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Sec.  6.  Applicants,  who  shall  be  recommended  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  may  be  admitted  to  the  benefits  of 
the  Institution,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  in  conformity  to  the  By-Laws,  upon  the  payment  of  $10 
per  month. 


Matron's  Duties. 


1.  The  Matron  (under  the  direction  of  the  Executive 
Committee)  shall  have  entire  charge  of  the  house  and  shall 
keep  it  neat  and  in  good  order. 

2.  She  shall  be  present  at  meals  and  insist  that  all  the 
inmates,  who  are  able,  shall  be  present,  also.  She  shall  see 
that  the  food  is  properly  prepared  and  that  a blessing  is 
asked  upon  it. 

3.  As  a wise,  loving  mother,  she  shall  look  after  the 
temporal  and  spiritual  interests  of  her  family,  holding 
family  worship  daily,  considering  it  her  highest  duty  and 
privilege  to  lead  them  into  an  earnest  Christian  life. 

4.  She  shall  visit  each  room  at  least  once  a day.  She 
shall  see  that  all  lights  are  extinguished  at  9:30  p.  m., 
except  in  cases  of  necessity. 

5.  She  shall  see  that  hooks  are  provided  for  clothes  and 
that  the  girls  use  them  before  retiring. 

6.  She  shall  not  allow  spirituous  liquors  to  be  brought 
into  the  house,  and  she  shall  have  oversight  of  all  literature 
introduced. 

7.  She  shall  provide  medical  attention  and  suitable 
nourishment  for  the  sick,  and  may  require  any  inmate  to 
assist  in  earing  for  those  who  need  attention. 

8.  She  shall  keep  a book  containing  a list  of  the  linen, 
furniture  and  other  articles  belonging  to  the  Society,  and 
also  a memorandum  of  every  article  sent  to  the  home, 
whether  purchased  or  donated,  and  by  whom  sent  or 
purchased. 

9.  She  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  Home  and  a journal  of  all  things  of  note. 
She  shall,  likewise,  turn  over  to  the  Treasurer  the  same, 
taking  a receipt,  thereof,  and  file  one  with  the  Secretary  of 
the  Home. 
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10.  She  shall  keep  a register  of  names,  ages  and  religions, 
professed  by  girls,  the  dates  of  reception  and  discharge  or 
death,  the  name  of  County,  from  which  sent,  the  names  and 
nationality  of  parents ; if  hired  out,  the  name  and  place  of 
residence  and  occupation,  and  to  whom  hired.  She  may 
enter  any  facts  in  relation  to  inmates  that  may  be  deemed 
worth  of  keeping. 

11.  She  shall  know  that  the  provision  is  sufficient  and 
of  good  quality,  well  cooked  and  well  served,  that  no  waste 
is  allowed ; and  the  Home  kept  clean  and  well  ventilated  and 
that  all  who  are  able  to  work  are  employed. 

12.  She  shall  conduct  the  correspondence,  connected  with 
the  Home,  and  keep  all  books  and  papers  convenient,  for 
reference  and,  if  necessary,  keep  copies  of  her  letters. 

13.  She  shall  be  consulted,  as  to  the  hiring  of  girls,  and 
she  shall  assist  in  the  applications  of  girls;  but  no  girl  shall 
serve  in  a public  house,  to  an  unmarried  man  or  a widower. 

14.  She  shall  make  timely  requests  for  all  supplies  to  the 
chairman  of  Supply  Committee. 

15.  She  shall  make,  within  ten  days  previous  to  the  second 
Tuesday  of  September,  a full  and  detailed  report  of  everything 
pertaining  to  the  inmates  and  state  of  the  Home  and  shall 
append  thereto  an  inventory  of  all  property  belonging  to 
the  Home  and  all  siqoplies  and  provisions  and  shall  make 
such  other  reports  as  are  needed  from  time  to  time. 

16.  She  has  power  to  make  such  rules  as  will  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  the  Statute,  provided,  they  be  submitted  to 
Executive  Committee  and  Advisory  Board. 


Housekeeper. 


1.  Shall  reside  on  the  place  and  be  under  the  charge  of 
the  matron  and  she  shall  have  charge  of  kitchen,  laundry 
and  dining  room. 

2.  She  shall  be  responsible  for  the  cleanliness  of  the  home, 
for  the  good  order  of  her  department,  as  well  as  for  the 
washing  and  the  cooking,  and  conduct,  industry  and  instruc- 
tion of  girls  under  her,  and  shall  report  to  matron  all  cases 
of  misconduct  in  her  department. 

3.  She  shall  permit  no  conversation,  save  pertaining  to 
business,  during  working  hours. 

4.  She  shall  prepare  a bill  of  fare  for  a week  at  a time 
subject  to  the  matron. 

5.  No  meals  shall  be  supplied  to  anyone  except  by  per- 
mission of  matron. 


Rules  for  Inmates. 


1.  Every  inmate  shall  be  required,  when  in  health,  to 
employ  a portion  of  each  clay  in  work. 

2.  All  employees,  residing  on  premises,  shall  be  required 
to  rise  at  ringing  of  morning  bell,  unless  disabled  by  sickness. 

3.  No  intoxicating  drink  on  premises,  except  for  medicinal 
purposes,  and  then  by  direction  of  medical  attendant. 

4.  No  visitors  allowed  to  hold  communication  with 
inmates  except  by  permission  of  matron  and  in  presence  of 
an  officer  or  emplov'ee. 

5.  No  light,  save  a lantern,  and  no  fire,  save  in  fire-pan, 
shall  be  carried  into  attics,  cellars  or  outbuildings.  No 
matches  or  light  in  the  hands  of  girls  or  in  their  rooms. 
The  matron  to  see  that  all  inmates  are  locked  in  and  the 
light  extinguished  by  herself  or  some  officer  of  the  building. 

6.  Punishment  may  be  inflicted,  on  the  inmates,  for 
violation  of  rules  or  disobedience  of  orders  by  the  depriva- 
tion of  amusement,  or  loss  of  a meal,  or  sending  to  bed  out  of 
time,  or  withholding  some  favorite  article  of  food,  or  by 
imposing  an  irksome  duty,  or  by  close  and  solitary  confine- 
ment for  a limited  time,  or  any  reasonable  manner.  The  best 
discipline  is  that  which  comes  freely,  and  where  order  and 
obedience  are  performed  with  least  reproof.  Self-control  and 
kindness  to  be  paramount. 

7.  Manners  and  conversation  of  girls  to  be  strictly 
observed.  Boisterous,  rude  and  uncivil  acts  not  to  be 
permitted.  Cleanliness  of  person  and  speech  and  neatness  of 
dress  and  belongings  to  be  enforced. 

8.  Willful  or  thoughtless  injury  of  furniture,  wasteful  use 
of  water  or  fuel  to  be  avoided. 

9.  No  keys  to  be  entrusted  to  girls  unless  to  be 
immediately  returned. 
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10.  Girls  to  he  always  in  charge  of  an  employee  who 
must  know  where  each  one  is. 

11.  Every  girl  to  have  a specified  duty  for  the  day  and  all 
duties  to  be  performed  thoroughly  and  promptly. 

12.  Visitors  to  girls  are  not  to  be  furnished  meals  except 
by  the  permission  of  the  matron. 

13.  Details,  of  work,  to  be  assigned  by  housekeeper,  time 
under  direction  of  matron,  so  that  each  girl  shall  be  taught 
all  branches  of  housework. 


All  rules  and  regulations  may  be  amended  at  any  quorum 
of  the  Advisory  Board  and  Executive  Committee,  or  at  a full 
meeting  of  Executive  Committee  without  notice  to  Advisory 
Board. 


ARTICLE  I. — Monthly  Meetings. 

The  regular,  monthly,  meeting  of  this  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month.  Time  and  place  to 
be  decided  by  Society. 


ARTICLE  II. — Order  of  Business. 


At  the  meetings  the  following  order  shall  be  observed : 

1.  Devotional  exercises. 

2.  Reading  minutes. 

3.  Roll  call  and  report  of  donations. 

4.  Treasurer’s  report. 

5.  Reports  from  standing  committees. 

6.  Reports  from  special  committees. 

7.  Miscellaneous  business. 

8.  Adjournment. 


ARTICLE  III. — Terms  of  Admission. 


All  inmates,  except  those  received  under  and  by  order  of 
a court,  shall  be  admitted  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 


ARTICLE  IV. — Executive  Committee. 

Shall  consist  of  the  general  officers  of  the  Society  and 
the  chairman  of  each  standing  committee. 

ARTICLE  V. — Board  of  Managers. 

Shall  be  composed  of  one  member  from  each  Township  in 
the  County,  who,  together  with  the  Supervisors,  shall  take 
care  of  the  interests  of  the  Institution  in  their  respective 
Townships. 

ARTICLE  VI. — Advisory  Board. 

Shall  consist  of  seven  gentlemen  who  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Societ}',  with  whom  they  may  consult  as  occasion  may 
demand. 


STANDING  COMMITTEES 


Supply  Committee. 

Shall  consist  of  three  members  who  shall  secure  the 
necessary  supplies  for  the  Institution,  and  meet  as  often  as 
they  deem  it  necessary  to  transact  any  business.  It  shall  also 
be  their  duty  to  keep  account  books  from  which  the  quarterly- 
reports  shall  be  made. 

Wardrobe  Committee. 

Shall  consist  of  three  members  who  shall  have  charge  of 
clothing,  purchased  or  donated  to  the  Institution.  When 
notified  of  the  death  of  an  inmate,  they,  with  the  matron, 
shall  take  charge  of  her  effects,  placing  the  clothing  in  the 
wardrobe  and  giving  whatever  money  may  be  found  to  the 
Treasurer. 

Church  Committee. 

Shall  consist  of  three  members  whose  dutjr  it  shall  be 
to  interest  the  Christian  people  through  the  churches,  solicit 
financial  aid,  provide  religious  services  weekly,  visit  the  sick, 
and,  in  case  of  death,  make  arrangements  for  the  funeral 
and  keen  the  burial  register. 

Show  Case  Committee. 

Shall  consist  of  three  members  who  shall  keep  the  “ Case  ” 
supplied  with  useful  and  fancy  articles  and  dispose  of  them, 
by  sale,  as  they  have  opportunity. 

Advertising  Committee. 

Shall  consist  of  one  or  more  ladies,  whose  business 
it  shall  be,  to  advertise  all  entertainments  or  enterprises 
for  the  purpose  of  money  making,  and  keep  the  needs  of 
the  Home  permanently  before  the  public.  No  other  publication 
will  be  considered  official. 
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Admission  Committee. 

Shall  consist  of  three  members.  All  cases  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Chairman,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  with  her 
Committee,  to  investigate  all  cases,  and  when  possible, 
confer  with  her  Committee,  take  all  necessary  legal  steps  for 
the  committment  of  same  and  draw  count}7  orders. 

Board  of  Trustees. 

Shall  consist  of  seven  women  and  three  men.  Five  of  these 
women  shall  be  general  officers,  namely,  President,  Vice- 
President,  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Society. 


BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 


Duties. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  control  and 
management  of  theafifairs  of  theSociety  subject  to  the  By-Laws 
and  such  resolutions  and  orders  as  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
be  adopted  by  the  Society. 

Sec.  2.  Any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  any  office  (officer 
or  member  of  Board),  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Board. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  may  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations 
and  appoint  such  committees,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for 
their  government,  and  may  appoint  such  agents  as  they  may 
see  fit  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  organization. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  may  fix,  by  their  rules,  the  time  for 
holding  their  stated  meetings,  or  may  hold  special  meetings, 
providing  the  mode  by  rule,  or  give  notice  thereof. 


EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 


Duties. 

Section  1.  It  shall  hold  monthly  meetings,  prescribe  its 
own  order  of  business,  report  its  own  acts  and  doings  by  its 
Chairman  to  Board  of  Trustees  at  their  annual  meeting  and 
oftener  if  required ; shall  appoint  its  own  Clerk,  who  shall 
keep  full  and  correct  record  of  all  its  proceedings,  a list  of 
all  bills  presented,  and  when  audited,  file  same  with 
Treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  It  is  to  act  for  the  Board  of  Trustees  during 
intervals  between  meetings.  It  shall  appoint  matron,  teacher 
and  other  emploj'ees,  fix  compensations,  define  duties,  establish 
rules  and  regulations  for  government  of  home,  prescribe  course 
of  study,  and  in  general  do  all  that  is  necessary  for  the 
successful  operation  of  the  Home. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  not  make  any  sale  or  purchase  of 
real  estate,  or  make  any  change  in  general  plan  of 
discipline  or  organization  of  the  Home  without  consent  of 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  have  charge  of  all  bills  of  fare,  arrange 
for  girls’  outings,  regulate  punishments,  make  disposition  of 
rooms;  and  all  complaints  shall  be  made  to  the  Executive 
Committee  in  session.  Said  Committee  to  meet  at  the  Home. 

Sec.  5.  All  bills  are  to  be  presented  by  Chairmen  of 
several  committees  (after  0.  K.ing  same)  to  the  clerk  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  no  bills  will  be  paid  unless 
presented  within  60  days  of  contraction.  Providing  com- 
mittees act  in  proper  time. 

Sec.  6.  The  Chairman  of  Executive  Committee  may 
engage  all  help,  assign  his  or  her  duties  and  have  suggestive, 
corrective,  admonishing  power,  her  decision  to  be  final  and 
conclusive. 
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
